Charging, in effect, that the Sea- 


“rebates,” and then renigzing, the 
Nickajack Milling Company has gone 
to the courts to enforce the demand. 

This interesting contention between 
the Nickajack Milling Company and 
the Seaboard Air Line Railroad is 
over “milling-in-transit” rates, and 
brings up again the irrepressible 
freight-rate question in one of its 
multiplied phases. 

The Nickajack Company 
that it entered into a contract about 
January !, 1/906, with the Seaboard 
Company, by which the latter agreed 
to give them what are known as 
“milling-in-transit” rates. 
| Inder this arrangement they ship- 
ped grain from points on the Missis- 
sippi river to Rice Station, took it 
off the cars at said station and milled 
it, reloaded it on the cars and ship- 
ped it to the point where the milled 
product was sold to merchants on 
conswiners, for the same rate of 
freight that would have been charged 
had the shipment gone straight 
through from the Mississippi river 
point to the point where the milled 
prodaict was sold, this being the pur- 
pose and meaning of the contract. 

Had to Pay Fall Fare. 

The railroad, however, the milling 
company alleges, required and de- 
manded of them that they should pay 
freight upon the shipments at the 
regular rates, that is to say, when @ 
shipment «. grain was unloaded at 
Rice wtation, plaintiff should pay for 
the same as if said station were the 


final destination, and 
regular rate from the point of ship- 
ment to Rice, Georgia. 

Then, after tne grain had been 
milled. they should pay the regular 
rate from Rice to the ultimate desti- 
nation. But the railroad company 
promised and agreed, the milling com- 
pany charges, that it would, after 
such shipments had been made, and 
within a-reasonable time, refund to 
the plainiffs the overcharge or dif- 
ference between the joint rates and 
the through rates. 

This contract, it was further con- 
tended, which was verbal and not in 
writing, was not a special contract 
W.... the milling company, but was 
made with any mill applying for the 
same. In fact, the mill-owners say, 
owing to the excessive rate of freight 
that would result if the joint rate 
were charged, it would be impossible 
for the business of milling to exist 
but for such an arrangement, and the 
object of the Seaboard in making 
same was to build up the milling 
business. and so increase the volume 
of business to be hauled by it. 

On the faith of this contract, they 
affirmed, they have, since the making 
o. the same, shipped from Mississippi 
river points to Rice, unloaded and 
milled at that point, reloaded and 
shipped out to other points in Geor- 
gia 436,593 pounds of grain, paying 
tne regular full joint rate on these 
shipments, the railroad company fail- 
ing and refusing to refund the over- 
charge or difference between the joint 
rate anu the through rate, according 
to the alleged contract. 

The Nickajack company also says 
they have shipped from Rice to At- 
lanta 420,382 pounds of milled prod- 
uct. on which under this contract, 
they were entitled to a refund of 
1) cents “per hundred pounds. The 
rate from the Mississippi points to 
Rice is 27 1-2 cents per hundred and 
from Rice to Atlanta 61-2 cents, 
while the through rate to Atlanta is 
22 cents. . 

In their demands for the over- 
charges, they sent the bills of lading 
and freight receipts to the railroad 
company, which the latter, they claim, 
refuse to return. They ask for a pen- 
altvy of double the amount of _ the 
overcharges, this provision being con- 
tained in section 2316 of the code. 

The petition of the Nickajack Mill- 
ing Company was filed by Attorney 
Hienry A. Alexander.

Italy From Triple Alliance.

Escapes From Death. 

One of the mest remarkable Stories of 
miraculous escapes from death from this 
earthquake, or perhaps an yother, came 
from Santa Julia today. In that. colony 
is loce&ed the Salesciano college, a school 
for children. The building was a new 
structure and supposed to be earthquake- 
proof. When the big shock came Sunday 
right, over a hundred children were 
asleep in ‘the dormitories. Thirty-five of 
these, together with the teachers of the 
institution, succeeded in leaving the build- 
ing before the second story and the roof 
fell. When the terrified teachers counted 
their charges and found that seventy 
were missing,. they immediately impro- 
vised rope ladders and ascended to where 
they believed they would find the remain- 
der of the missing pupils. Their sur- 
prise and joy was unbounded when they

injured. The roof, tn falling, had so 
rested on the beams that an open Space 
was left over the place, where the little 
ones had sought refuge. The cfAildren 
were safely conveyed to the ground. 


CARNEGIE HITS 
AT ROOSEVELT 


New York, April. 17.—Andrew Carne- 
gie. who is president of the peace con- 
ference, tonight gave out a statement as 
to the results of the congress just closed, 
Although not so designated by Mr. Car- 
hegie, the statement constitutes a reply 
to some of the suggestions contained in 
the letter which President Roosevelt ad- 
dressed to the congress on its opening 
day. Mr, Carnegie quotes these state- 
mentS as ‘objections’ and proceeds to 
answer them as follows: 

“Our peace conference has brought 
three objections Clearly before us. 
“First, nations ¢annot submit all ques- 
tions to arbitration. 

“Answer, six of them have recently 
done s0 by treaty—Denmark and The 
Netherlands: Chile and Argentina; Nor- 
way and Sweden. 

‘Second, Justice is higher than peace. 

“Answer, the first principle of natural 
justice forbids men to be judges when 
they are parties to the issues. Were

The event of greatest 
interest was the decoration of Andrew 
Carnegie with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor by the French government, 
represented by Baron D'Estournelles 
De Constant, in appreciation of his 
work for peace, and his gift of the 
palace at The Hague. 
Baron D’Estournelles De 
announcea in his address at ‘the 
W aldorf-Astoria henquet that the 
cross of commodore of the Legion of 
had been conferred by the 
French government on Andrew Carne- 
gie, and then proceeded to the banquet 
at the Hotel Astor, where the’ decora- 
tions was formally presented to Mr. 
Carnegie.

SHOT THROUGH A WINDOW 


0. P. Dodson, of Gadsden, Ala., While 
in Demented Condition, Pokes 
Pistol to Breast of Three. 
Year-Old Son and 
Fires. 


Gadsden, Ala., April 1!7.—(Special.)— 
O. P. Dodson, a telegraph operator, shot 
and mortally wosnded his 3-year-old son, 
while in a demented condition this after- 
noon, and at the same time tried to kill 
ris wife, shooting at her twice, but miss- 
ing her. 

Dodson had been away from home for 
several weeks and returned today short- 
ly after 3 o'clock. He approached his 
home on Sixth street from the rear and 
went around the house to the front and 
called to his wife, and as soon as she 
opened the door he commenced to fire. 
The woman ran into the house. ’ 

The child saw his father through the 
windoW, and called to him, saying 
‘“‘Daddy’’ Dodson stepped upon the porch, 
and poking the pistol through a broken 
pane of glass fired at the little fellow, 
striking him in the breast, and produced 
a ghastly wound. Dodson broke and ran 
down the street in the.direction of a 
swamp. 

The police were immediately notified 
and started in pursuit, taking blood- 
hounds belonging to the ‘police de- 
partment. The dogs soon struck the 
man’s trail and after running nearly 
two miles, he was caught, just as he 
had crossed a large creek, was taken‘ 
back to the city, and lodged in fail. 

A peculiar feature connected with the 
tragedy ig the fact that a loca] news- 
paper published a report this afternoon 
atating that Dodson had been accidental- 
ly killed at Atlanta .onday night. 

The message, it was thought, was @ 
blind to cover his movements. Dodson 
had been employed in the local telegraph 
offices here for some time up to several 
weeks ago, when he left for Atlanta. 
‘He has been in a demented condition 
for the past year and when under the 
influence of whisky was considered dan- 
gerous. The deplorable tragedy this after- 
noon was no surprise to those who know 
his condition, as he had often made 
threats to exterminate his entire family, 
consisting of his wife and several small 
children. | 

The affair created intense excitement 
and a crowd of severa] hundred people 
gathered around the jail, but no threats 
were made against the unfortunate and 
d@nnatura] father.

Some of the members of the water 
board thought that under the council or- 
dinance regulating the expenditure of the 
bond issue nothing could be done until 
after the legislature had reduced the is- 
sue from $500,000 to $350,000.

“London, April 17.—A bill constituting. a 
court of criminal appeal which has not 
heretofore existed in Great Britain was 
introduced in the house of commons to- 
day by, Attorney General Walter. He 
explained that the measure will be to 
create the right of appeal against con- 
yictions for crime, similar to that now 
existing in civil cases. The new court 
will eonsist of seven judges of the king’s 
bench division of the high court of jus- 
tice to be selected md presided over by 
the lord chief justice of England. The 
rights of appeal in matters of law will 
be unqualified and in matters of fact it 
will be left to the discretion of the new 
court. There will be no new trials, but 
the court will have ample powers to get 
at the truth. 

The gttorney general said the bill was 
not @ party measure. It would end a 
controversy which had engaged the at- 
tention of parliament for fifty years and 
its adoption was necessitated by the fact 
that justice had bilundered. Innocent per- 
sons had been convicted and the number 
of victims of judicial miscarriages in re- 
cent years was not inconsiderable.

Also he will incidentally 
view the new federal building site, 
when he will be shown that energy 
with which Atlantans always apply 
themselves to a task. 

One of the youngest men of high 
position in the government ‘tervice, 
Mr. Hitchcock has ghown himself dur- 
ing the few years he has been in the 
lime light a hard worker and a most 
energetic student of the task he un- 
dertook. when he accepted a position 
fn the department he has s0 ma- 
terially aided. Not over thirty-five, he 
looks much younger. Mr. Hitchcock 
stands an easy. six feet and is as 
straight as the proverbial arrow.

As for the bureau of identification at 
the federal prison which he installed and 
of which he is still the chief until May 
i5, the system of measurements of all 
the men who have served time is so ab- 
solutely ‘perfect in regard to every 
detail of measurement and the recording 
of every facial and physical peculiarity 
or markifig that it is quite impossible for 
any man to be brought to justice a sec- 
ond time -without his being recognized 
as a former offender. By this same in- 
tricate system, it is.only Necessary for 
Superintendent Nye to make a few méeas- 
urements of any new prisoner and by re- 
ferring these measurements to the rec- 
ords, find out beyond question whether 
the man-is°an.old criminal under a new 
name or if he has ever served time in 
any government prison. ° All of ‘the 
measurements and records of these 
former government offenders, together 
with fuN face’ and profile photographs, 
appear On separate cards which are 
filed according to the measurements. In 
this way, Mr. Nye can tell almost at a 
glance whether.or not the criminal ‘has 
a criminal record. While this record {in- 
cludes all those who have served time 
for committing crimes againgt the gov- 
ernment, it also includes all of the rec- 
ords of dangerous criminals who have 
committed erimes in any of the states 
and have served sentences in any of 
these state penal institutions. 

Detecting Criminals.

The letter, as below, is explanitory: 
“Chief Henry Jennings—Dear - Sir: 
Will you kindly allow me to call your 
attention to the following occurrences: 

“Last Saturday night Mr. Albert 
Steiger, one of my secretaries, living 
at 48 Pulliam street, has been the vic- 
tim of an assault and attempted rob- 
bery by two negroes. 

“Mr. Steiger left his residence at 
about 8:30 in the evening going to- 
ward Trinity avenue by way of Wood- 
ward avenue and Washington 
When walking on the sidewalk, 
an alley in the middle of the block 
between Pulliam and Wasnington 
Streets, he saw himself confronted by 
two negroes—a big one and a smaller 
one—threatened with a revolver 
the former and asked to hold up 
hands.

PIKE CAN VOTE 
ON DISPENSARY 


Fact That Barnesville Owns 
It Doesn’t Make Any Dif- 
ference. 


The supreme court holds in a de- 
cision handed down yesterday that the 
county of Pike has the legal right to 
hold an election under the act of 1906, 
to determine whether the dispensary 
for the sale of liquors, operated by 
the City of Barnesville, shall continue 
or be put out of business. 

The act of 1906 gave the counties in 
which dispensaries are located, the 
right to hold elections to determine 
whether the Gispensaries should be 
continued or abolished A petition in 
legal form was presented to the ordf- 
nary of Pike county, J. W. Means, 
asking him to call an election that the 
people of Pike might pass on the dis- 
pensary at Barnesville. Now it hap- 
pens that the city of Barnesville runs 
this dispensary and gets the profits 
from it, and the county has nothing 
to do with it. 

The city council of Barnesville, 
therefore, sought to secure an injunc- 
tion from the superior court to pre- 
vent the ordinary from calling the 
election. This injunction was refused 
and the supreme court upholds the 
lower court ‘in its refusal. The su- 
preme court holds that the act of 
1906 relating to elections on dispen- 
saries is constitutional; that it applies 
to Pike county just as to any other 
county wherein a Gispensary is lo- 
cated, and that it makes no difference 
that the dispensary is owned by the 
city. of Branesville and not by the 
county, the people of the county nev- 
ertheless have the right to say wheth- 
er it shall stay there. 

The supreme court’s decision means 
that an election will be held to de- 
termine whether or not the city of 
Rarnesville shall continue in the dis- 
pensary business—an election in which 
all the voters of Pike will have a 


right to participate.

Washington, April !7.—President Roose- 
velt proposes to take into his own handg 
the determination ag to whether an at- 
tempt shall be made to break up the Har- 
iman railroad combination or not, and 

as come to the conclusion that it is his 
duty to study the case from beginning 
Xo end. 

The president hag been placed in a po- 
sition of antagonismto Mr. Harriman, and 
on that account he is particularly desir- 
ous that no step should be taken by any 
department of the government in such @ 
way as to leave the impression that it 
was the result of personal hostjity on 
the part of the president himself. 

To satisfy himeelf as to the exact situ- 
ation, the president proposes to read all 
the testimony taken by the interstate 
commerce commission on this subjeet.
